ISO/TC 46 ,,.Documentation” 


The Committee met in London from June 13 to 15, 
1960. It numbers a total of 23 active (P) members - of 
which 11 were present at the meeting - and 12 inactive 
(O) members. FID was represented by Mr. G. A. Lloyd 
(BSI, London). 


Bibliographical references 

The Committee considered a close cooperation with 
the International Conference on Cataloguing Principles 
essential for its work on bibliographical references. The 
secretariat was requested to pursue consultations with 
members on the draft recommendation for _,,biblio- 
graphical references”. 

The secretariat was moreover requested to draft 
English and French definitions for terms, such as books, 
works, publications. 

The Committee resolved to add to its programme the 
preparation of a list of abbreviations used in biblio- 
graphical references. 

Layout 

The Committee resolved to prepare a draft proposal 
on ,,abbreviations of generic names in periodical titles”. 

A second draft proposal for an ,,Index of a publi- 
cation” and for ,,Title leaves of a book” will be circu- 
lated to member bodies. 

A first draft proposal will be prepared on the ,,Format 
and layout of bibliographical cards”. 

The secretariat was asked to report on the possi- 
bility of standardizing marginal punched cards. 


Transliteration 

The Committee resolved that a first draft proposal 
will be made on ,,Transliteration of Yiddish”, and re- 
quested the secretariat to consult members whether the 
Committee should add the romanization of Chinese to 
its programme of work. 
Document reproduction 

It was decided that a first draft proposal on an 
»International code for the execution, supply or ex- 
change of microcopies” be prepared. 
Classification 

The Committee resolved to approach FID/CCC with 
the request to study the possibility of improving the 
UDC to make it suitable for modern international use, 
including machine coding. It requests FID to give a 
concrete answer to the question which conditions a 
classification system should satisfy in order to be suita- 
ble for international use, continuous and quick develop- 
ment and adaptation to machine coding. As this matter 
is of high urgency funds should be made available for 
a study leading to an early reply. 

The Committee resolved to request Unesco to contact 
experts, in particular organizations such as FID, stu- 
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dying or ready to study the feasibility of an internatio- 
nally acceptable classification system for machine 
coding as well as for other purposes, and to draw up 
suitable contracts in the hope that such a system may 
be established as early as possible. 

The Committee decided that the working groups 
should meet just before or after the FID Conference in 
London in September 1961.

ISO/TC 46/SC 1 ,,Reproduction documentaire” 


Le Sous-comité de ISO/TC 46 s’est réuni 4 Berlin du 
25 au 27 avril 1960. Le Comité ISO/TC 42 ,, Photographie” 
y avait délégué un observateur. La FID n’a pas été 
représenté officiellement. 

Le Sous-comité a pris connaissance des observations 
formulées sur un avant-projet ,,Microfilms de 35 mm” 
et a fait étudier les amendements nécessaires par un 
groupe de travail ad hoc. Si le vote du Sous-comité 
serait favorable, l’avant-projet sera transmis au Se- 
crétariat Général de l’ISO comme projet de recomman- 
dation ISO. Ce sera aussi le cas pour les avant-projets 
,»Caractéristiques essentielles des appareils de lecture 
de microfilm de 35 mm” et ,,Caractére typographique 
conventionnel ISO pour essais de lisibilité’’. 

Le Sous-comité a approuvé la transmission de |’avant- 
projet ,,Terminologie des microcopies et leurs supports” 
au Secrétariat Général de l’ISO comme projet de re- 
commandation ISO. Le Sous-comité a décidé d’ajouter a 
son programme de travail l’étude d’une série complémen- 
taire de termes relatifs aux microcopies et 4 leurs 
supports. Une terminologie multilingue a été projetée. 

Le Sous-comité a examiné |’avant-projet ,,Microfilm 
de 16 mm”, qui sera mis au point par correspondance. 

Les membres sont invités de voter sur l’avant-projet 
modifié ,,Terminologie des appareils pour microcopies”’. 

Le Secrétariat rédigera des avant-projets sur la 
»Luminance des écrans’”, sur les ,,Mires ISO” et les 
,»Micromires ISO”, 

Le Sous-comité a décidé que l’examen du projet ,,Con- 
servation des microcopies” sera proposé au Comité 
ISO/TC 42 en consultation avec ISO/TC 46/SC 1. 

Le Sous-comité a en outre discuté l’étiquetage des 
boites pour microcopies et un code international pour 
l’exécution, la fourniture ou l’échange des microcopies. 

La prochaine réunion du Sous-comité aura lieu a 
Paris en 1961 immediatement avant les réunions pré- 
vues par les comités ISO/TC 42 et ISO/TC 37 ,,Termino- 
logie” 4 Helsinki.

Exchange of publications 


A Conference on the International Exchange of Pu- 
blications in Europe took place in Budapest from Sep- 
tember 13 to 19, 1960. The Conference was attended by 
delegates from 19 European countries. FID was pre- 
sented by Mr. L. Jansky, Director of the Central Tech- 
nical Library in Budapest, Vice-President of FID. The 
Conference was organized by the Hungarian National 
Commission for Unesco (Bem Rakpart 47, Budapest II). 

The Conference stressed the importance of accepting 
and ratifying Unesco’s conventions on the international 
exchange of publications. In this way a frame work will 
be built up for the international exchange. One of the 
most important effects of the conventions should be the 
statistical reports furnished to Unesco as this will 
enable an overall view and reveal deficiencies. Sug- 
gestions were made for an improved statistical question- 
naire. 

The national exchange centre’s function should, where 
possible, not be centralisation but coordination of in- 
dividual partners. The exchange of duplicates should be 
centralised for economical reasons. 
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A centre will best be attached to a large institution 
for reasons of finance, stability and authority, but a 
degree of independance is very desirable. 

A third edition of Unesco’s handbook on the inter- 
national exchange of publications is in preparation, 
Periodical supplements to keep it up-to-date were sug- 
gested. The possibility of regular publication of biblio- 
graphies and articles on exchange work was explored. 

The exchange of official publications and material 
allocated under cultural agreements should be handled 
by the national centres. Strict reciprocity was not con- 
sidered desirable although a reasonable balance should 
be the aim. 

Countries which had not adhered to the Universal 
Postal Union’s decision at its 1957 conference to permit 
a 50% reduction in postal rates for printed matter, 
should whenever possible act on it. 

Good bibliographies, national or selected, and anno- 
tated are a great help in the exchange relations. 

Material received in exchange should be open to the 
public. 


Similar meetings were held in Havana in October 
1956, in Damascus in June 1957, and in Tokyo in No- 
vember 1957. 


Agricultural documentation 


A report on the meeting of the International Associ- 
ation of Agricultural Librarians and Documentalists 
and of the OEEC/IAALD Seminar on Agricultural 
Documentation, both held in Stuttgart-Hohenheim, 
Germany, in April 1960, appeared in IAALD’s Quarterly 
Bulletin Vol. 5 no. 3, July 1960. 

The Association’s programme for the next five years 
includes: the preparation of a world list of agricultural 
periodicals, a review of all existing agricultural classifi- 
cation schemes, a study of the possibilities of esta- 
blishing national exchange centres, the study of possi- 
bilities of the international exchange of agricultural 
librarians and documentalists, and the production of a 
»Primer of agricultural librarianship”. 


Latin American Seminar on Bibliography 


Mrs. L. de Queiroz Sambaquy, President of the Insti- 
tuto Brasileiro de Bibliographia e Documentacio in 
Rio de Janeiro, National Member of FID, will. represent 
our Federation at the Seminar on bibliography, docu- 
mentation and international exchange of publications 
in Latin America, to be held in Mexico City from No- 
vember 21 to December 3, 1960. (See also the an- 
nouncement in our News Bulletin of October.) 


Documentation en Europe 


Un Colloque sur la Coopération en matiére de Do- 
cumentation et d’Information scientifique et technique 
aura lieu 4 Milan du 30 novembre au 3 décembre 1960. 
Il est organisé par le Centre francais d’échanges et de 
documentation technique 4 Milan. Le Centre a été fondé 
en 1957 pour favoriser une coopération franco-italienne 
en matiére d'information technique. Le projet du Col- 
loque a été étendu aux six pays du Marché Commun, 
a l’Autriche et la Suisse. 

Le Colloque aura pour objet d’étudier l'état actuel 
de l’organisation documentaire des pays considérés, de 
Passer en revue les divers systemes déja existants pour 
la coopération entre organismes de documentation de 
ces pays, d’étudier l’expérience en matiére de coopé- 
ration, acquise dans d’autres régions, et de rechercher 
les moyens aptes 4 améliorer la situation et d’obtenir 
une efficacité, un rendement, supérieurs de |’organi- 
sation documentaire disponible. 

Les cing thémes 4 I’ordre du jour sont: 1. Répartition 
et disponibilité des documents, 2. Bibliographies cou- 
rantes spécialisées, 3. Services de documentation et 
d’information scientifiques et techniques, 4. Formation 
et perfectionnement du personnel, et 5. Automatisation 
des travaux documentaires. 





Le but du Colloque sera de rechercher, par des accords 
limités sur des points précis, une meilleure normali- 
sation, la suppression de doubles emplois, et l’obtention 
d'une plus grande exhaustivité globale des services de 
bibliographie courante. 


Scandinavian symposium on documentation 


In 1953 the Scandinavian Council for Applied Re- 
search appointed a Scandinavian Committee of Techni- 
cal Information Services. One of its tasks was to con- 
vene a group of leading documentalists from Denmark, 
Finland, Norway and Sweden to a Symposium for the 
purpose of identifying the problems which called for 
cooperative efforts. 

The first Symposium took place in Sweden in 1954, 
the second in Norway in 1958, the third will be held in 
the technical research centre of Finland in Otaniemi 
near Helsinki from May 29-31, 1960. 

Each day of the Symposium will be opened by a 
»News’’-session consisting of short reports on recent 
developments at the different information centres. 
These will be followed by panel discussions on the 
following topics: Unpublished research reports, Com- 
munication problems of information work, and Courses 
and training in the use of literature and libraries 
arranged for students in science and technology. 

Some of the problems to be debated around the table 
are: Efforts to improve periodical publications, Pro- 
motion of the dissemination of Scandinavian results 
through international index and abstract journals, 
Public relations and field officer service of information 
centres to promote the use of information, and Utili- 
zation of information published in Russia and other 
lesser known languages (a Scandinavian investigation 
into the situation is being concluded and a register of 
translaters compiled). 

Subcommittees will report on work in progress on 
Education of technical information officers (two Scandi- 
navian courses have been held), Telex communications, 
Nomenclature of documentation, and Cooperation be- 
tween abstracting centres.

NEW ORGANIZATIONS 


European translations centre 


Representatives from 12 European countries, the USA 
and Canada, met in Paris on October 12, 1960. It was 
unanimously decided to recommend the creation of an 
international centre for translations from East Euro- 
pean languages. 

The Centre will be housed at the Library of the 
Technological University of Delft, Holland. It was 
proposed that the Centre should be set up for a short 
trial period, during which time it would rely on the 
help of the European Productivity Agency of the OEEC, 
with whom the idea originated. It would then continue 
as an independent unit, opening its doors to new 
members. For the moment it is intended that the 
Centre should concentrate on scientific and technical 
material, with the prospect of adding new subjects. 

The Centre will: 

establish a permanent connection between the nation- 

al centres handling the translations and initiate joint 

studies; 

keep an index of translations available and issue a 

regular bulletin of new additions; 

collect non-commercial translations from countries 

able and prepared to contribute them. . 


In this connection the United States have promised 
to contribute their journals and special publications in 
this field. They will also send every year 18.000 ab- 
Stracts, paper copies of translations in stock at the rate 
of 3.500 a year, and 8.000 microfiims. 
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Non-commercial translations collected by the Centre 
will be made available to the public for a nominal sum 
representing reproduction costs plus a small charge for 
overheads. (OEEC Press release)

UDC in Russian 


A recent announcement in the DSIR Lending Library 
Unit’s ,,Translation Bulletin” (August 1960) states that 
the first complete edition of the UDC schedule is to be 
published in the USSR in the third quarter of 1960. 

The schedule which in some cases had to be adapted 
to suit the USSR scientific or political point of view, 
will contain several tens of thousands of entries and 
will also have an alphabetical index. 

The schedule is to be published under the title 
»lablitsy universal’noi desyatinnoi klassifikatsii’”’ by 
the Izdatel’stvo Vsesoyuznoi Knizhnoi Palaty. The price 
has not yet been announced. 

The edition has not been registered as an FID publi- 
cation. 


Dewey Decimal Classification 


The Annual Report for 1959/60 of the Decimal Classi- 
fication Office (in the Library of Congress, Washington 
25, D.C.) marks the accomplishment of the publication 
of both the 16th full edition and the 8th abridged edition 
of the Dewey Decimal Classification, and the initiation 
of ,,Decimal Classificaton Additions, Notes, and De- 
cisions” as a medium for keeping the Classification 
up-to-date. 

In addition to supplying various new classification 
numbers and topics scattered throughout the schedules, 
as well as many refinements by clarification of in- 
structions and definitions, the first 6 issues of these 
extensions gave substantial new expansions for 248 
Personal religion, 332.67 Investments, 629.4 Astro- 
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nautics, 794.1 Chess, 798.332 American football, and 
796.357 Baseball, and an alternative provision in 910.1 
Topical geography. Number 5 (March 1960) also in- 
cluded for the first time the additions and corrections 
to the 8th abridged edition. 

The Editor, Benjamin A. Custer, made an extensive 
digest of the published reviews, experience and criteria 
of the 16th edition and in March 1960 recommended to 
the Policy Committee specific editorial and publishing 
criteria for the 17th edition. It is anticipated that the 
17th edition will go beyond the 16th particularly to 
serve the needs of libraries outside the United States 
and to cover cultures which are neither Western nor 
Christian. 

A ,,Manual on the use of the Dewey Decimal Classifi- 
cation” is under preparation (see the announcement in 
the September issue of our Bulletin). The Manual will 
probably appear in 1962. 

An ,,Introduction to the Dewey Decimal Classification 
for British Schools” is under preparation. The publi- 
cation was scheduled to appear in the autumn of 1960.
